H is lordship said that Mr. Davio was 
in charge of the case, and not his unfor- 
tunate client, whose instructions he was 
not tliorefnre bound to follow, though bo 
might throw up his brief and abandon tho 
case if he elioso. 

Mr. Davio apologised to the court and 
said he had intimated that be had no ilo- 
sire to do anything irregular, but hud 
merely Jiut tho iplostioii at the retpiest of 
hni client. 

Mr. Davio in addressing the jury said 
ho regretted the inoident that had taken 
place, but as regarded tho (|ueBfioii put 
to tin; boy linrdnli, a great ileal of clirt 
might bo thrown on both side.i, and they 
might lie e((ually guilty. There is no 
doubt that all acted in a foolish way. A 
portion of the evitlonco ivaa no doubt 
true and a portion untrue. That pri- 
soner did make statements as to Jewell's 
firo was prnveJ by tlie witnesBus Pardoe 
and 1 ;iiiidoli)h. (lordnn's evidonce was 
cniiti ailirteil by JohuHoii and il was sel- 
dom a jury convicted prisoners on their 
own stateiiioiils without strong corrobor- 
ative eviileiice. He iiistancod cases of 
this kind. .Ml he wishod to show them 
w.aa it was not uiicouiiuun for persons 
to accuse themselves of crime, and if this 
was done by adulis, it might easily have 
been done liy a boy who wished to make 
himself a hero in the eyes nf his com 
panioiis How the autlioritiea laid it 
down that the jury must exorcise' their 
discretion in these casts. In this par- 
ticular case, tho evidence rested on what 
the boy said himself, and there was no 
proof even that it was an incendiary fire. 
Evidence would be produced to show that 
llie prisoner was in such company at tho 
time the fire took place, that it was im- 
possible he could have lit tho fire. There 
WHS no evidence to show if the firo hati 
lint been smouldering some time.

To deputy attorney general — I was part 
of the tunc in the Tableau saloon ; I was 
in a few minutes; the bell rang while wo 
wore in; when I came out the prisoner 
seemed to bo running with his father; the 
buy did lint go into tho saloon; the boy 
in the d ;ck is tho boy that 1 saw then. 

Mr. Davie said tlio other gentlomoii 
prer-eiit were away from Victoria. 

His lordship said he was astonished 
that this evidence had not been produced 
before. 

Mr. Davie .said that evidonce for the 
defence was not allowed in the police 
court in such cases by Hon. Mr, Ponibor- 
tmi . 

Uialordabipd aaked why was ho not in- 
fortnod of this! 

Mr. Davie said there were very grave 
ftiitlioritieH for this, and for himself be 
thought when .Mr. Poiiiborton decided in 
this way in the Dooloy case he was per- 
fectly right.

Tho other man, whoso name has not 
transpired, is known to have left the gal- 
lery early (Ui Saturday morning, leaving 
Hesse and .■Viuler.smi Ingether, 'The gal 
lery since Saturday, it wis noticetl, had 
been closed, and on 'Tiit^sday last, in con- 
senueiico of this, and a very unpleasant 
smell emnnating from tho building, it was 
decided to force an entry. This was tloue, 
and on gi ing to the bedroom a shocking 
sight met the foremost among the party. 
On the bed lay the body of Hesse, with 
bis throat severed fmm oar tn ear, while 
on the floor was found iin axe and a pock- 
et knife, both smeared with hair and 
blood. It was reported that Hesse had 
won by gambling a consiiiorable sum of 
money, and this fact may liavo excited 
the cupidity of tlit^ murderer. At the in- 
quest hold on Saturday llu' jury returned 
a verdict of wilful iniinler against .•^ndor- 
snii, who ia either hiding or has lied.

WATKK. 

Mr. Russell, water coniniissionor, read 
a report of an analysis of tho city water, 
made by Langley A Co. Tliey had exam- 
ined it both microscopically and chemi- 
cally. This analysis would have been 
unnoceaaary had it not been for inischiov- 
ous articles that appeared in Tlif ('(/luni.^f, 
rellectiiig upon tho rjuality of the city 
water. When a paper descended to sucli 
depths it should bo roeirfil. Some years 
ago it was thought uocoasary to raise a 
loan to improve the water supply of the 
city. Mr. William Wilson at that time 
took an aotivo part in floating the dobon- 
tures, and boomed them. This was pre - 
vious to his legislative niotioi; for the 
erection ol a ■■aviiKj hi iiiyti. It had been 
published in a roport of the presentment 
of tho grand jury that thoy had called the 
judge's attention to tho impurity of tho 
wator supply. Mr. Wilson formed one of 
tho jury, and had boon tho chief mover 
in tho prosoiitnieiit . His action on this 
occasion accorded ill with bis previous es- 
pousal of the wator supply. 

The analysis of Langley & Co. was then j 
read, stating tho sample of water bad ' 
been drawn from tho taps on August 27th 
at noon. On Sunday evening tho wator 
was turned off, and consequently was, nn 
tho following day, in the worst possible 
condition for analysis. Accepting Dr. 
Oarpontor for authority, it was proved 
that microscopical animal matter detected 
in the sample was only found in assucia- 
tinu with tho freshest and purest water. 
When raised to a toiiiperature of 101)- 
bright globules appeared clinging to the 
aides of tho glass and rising to the sur- 
face; proving incontestably that the water 
was aerated. It was possible that articles 
like those published, whether with ma- 
licious intent or otherwise, had worked 
incalculable harm and proveutod many 
from visiting tho city. 

His Worship said the water this year 
had been hotter than ever before. Occas- 
aionally, cortaiiily, the wator had not 
boon as good .is it could have boon. There 
was no city where suoh good water could 
bo had at suoh a low rate as at Yictoria. 
He qiiito agreed with the water commis- 
sioner's remarks as to tho appearance in 
papers of statmeiits which were distinctly 
untrulbful, and entirely without founda- 
tion, The analysis lu'oved tho water to 
bo good and wholesome. In publishing the 
analysis it was necessary also to state tho 
reasons for so doing, and refute the re- 
marks already coinplaineil of. He was 
sorry tho grand jury bad boon so sadly 
ignorant to mention this matter in their 
prosontmont; when had thoy boon cmn- 
peteiit they would have known the judge 
had no jurisdiction in tho matter. If not 
satisfied with the way the mayor and 
council did their duty they had better ap- 
point others more ollioient to take their 
places. 

Coun. Gribble moved that 'he result of 
analysis, and ro.aaons for publication, be 
inserted in the two morning papers. 

Coun. Shears, in seconding, remarked 
that ho did all he could when on the grand 
jur}' to prevent that part of the present- 
ment referring to water sup[)ly being in- 
serted, knowing full well it was not in tho 
province of the grand jury, or the judge, 
eitlier. 

Tho motion was then put and carried. 

Coun. Shears doubted if 7'/o' Caloni.it 
would publish tho reasons for publication, 

"Coun. Shears, "said his worship. "T'/ie 
Daili/ Cotuiiixt will publish any advertise- 
moiit that ia paid for, providing it con- 
tains nothing libelous. 

Coun. BubertR mentioned that proper 
provision had not been inadu in the city 
engine shed for the escape of smoke, and 
moved that necessary instruction bo ia- 
sued. Carried.

the capital under French protection, hav- 
ing nearly lost his life on tho first tlay of 
the bombardment by the French at the 
mouth of the river Hue. Hannond is 
provided with tho moat complete power 
to negotiate with the oniperor. 

— Tho Temps has a 
telegram from Cochin China, stating that 
the Emjiororof Aniiam received Harmond, 
atid on the 2od iiist. the Emperor showed 
complete submission.
